Col, Lewis, and the State Fair. 
We had the pleasure of «4 call yesterday, 
from Col. B. C, Yancey, President of the 
State Agricultural Society; The Fair 
closed Tuesday night.’ He informe us that 
Col. Lewis was not responsible for the con- 
fusion at the Fair Ground. The Executive 
Committee are the parties. . The regula- 
tion required that all goods for exhibition 
should have been received by Monday 
night. Thecommittee received dispatches 
from contributors that their goods were 
on the way, and would have been on hand 
in time, but for Providential detentions. 
One exhibitor had spent a thousand dol- 
lars to get an engiue to the Fair. The 
committee determined to break the rule 
and allow articles received while the Fair 
was in progress. This kept up constant 
disorder, and was unavoidable. 3 

In regard to th other charges against Col. 
Lewis, he tells us that the Colonel had no 
intention of breaking any compact of the 
Executive Committee with Atlanta to 
have the permanent office of the Society 
at the seat of Government, but only had 
his quarters in Macon while preparing for 
the Fair. As to his using the office to ad- 
vance his private business, it is true Col. 
Lewis made a copartnership to sell agri- 
cultural implements in connection with 
the Secretaryship, but he did it with the 
understanding that the matter was to be 
submitted to the Executive Committee. 

The Committee resolved that no such ac- 
tion would be proper. ‘The Society could 
not engage in or bea party to any private 
transactions, The Society has resolved to 
have a permanent museum of agricultural 
and other implements for free exhibition 
to the people. This, of course, must be at 
their permanent office. This is at Atlanta. 
unless the next committee change it. 

Let our city authorities immediately 
provide large and convenient rooms for 
this museum and notify the Secretary of 
such provision. 

We make all of these statements in jus- 
tice to Col. Lewis, since he has been at- 
tacked inthis paper. Col. Yancey speaks 
highly of him.

manship of the President and a majority 
Congress; but that they were deceived as 
to the true state of affairs in Virginia; that 
the present Legislature is disloyal and ille- 
gal, and, even if it ratifies the Fifteenth 
Amendment, will enact such educational 
and property qualifications as to entirely 
deny the influence of colored suffrage and 
prevent colored voters from either holding 
office or sitting in the jury box. The address 
asks Congress to order a new election witb 
the Copstitution submitted asa whole, and 
send a military force sufficient to protect 
Republicans in their rights, or to require 
the test oath of members of Legislature, 
and award the seats of members unable to 
take it to those eligible opponents who 
have received the next highest vote. 

The address was signed by six out of 
eight of the committee appointed to pre- 
pare it. The other two members support- 
ed a substitute asking Congress for the 
immediate admission of the State, and at the 
same time to exact guarantees that every 
citizen shall enjoy every right under the 
Federal and State Constitutions. The 
substitute was defeated and the original 
address adopted DF 123 to 21. 

A series of resolutions were adopted en- 
dorsing President Grant’s administration 
and pledging the support of the party to 
it; requesting the President to make Fed- 
eral appointments in Virginia only on the 
recommendation of Republican members 
of Congress from the State or State Central 
Committee; referring to the reduction of 
the national debt and approaching re- 
sumption of specie payment; deprecating 
the appointment of Conservatives to office 
over Republicans and endorsing Repul li- 
can men b'rsof the Legislature. 

The stockholders of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railroad, met to-day.
